SUBJECT: Proposed Visit of General fcainhord Gohlcn, 

President of tho BKD 



1. This araaorsLfi&m contains two recomendations in 
paragraphs 10 imd 11 which require approval by the PD/P. 

2. General Oehlon baa vie i ted the United States on 
naay occasions at the invitation of CIA. Bis last official 
visit took place in April 1001. Since then the r*tir?sa*nt 
of Hr. Allan W. Du Ilea and the Folio case bare occurred 
and it is our belief that those events hare led General 
Gabion to suspect that the previous close relationship 
with CIA stay bare changed to sows degree. . General Gahlen 

• felt ho had a particular personal relationship with fir. 
Dulles which allowed bin to address hlsoelf to J£r. Dulles 
through a privileged channel when be felt the need for fir. 
Dalles' counsel and advice. Thin channel was often usod 
by Chancel lor Adenauer as well and created a nonce of par- 
ticular trust and confidence. Hr. Dalles' retircacnt and 
the arrest of Folf® occurred alnoet BiBBiltansouoly . Con- 
cooaitaBt with tbo revelations of the depth, of coup rod*© 
canoed by the Felfo esse, a cut-back in our personnel Is 
direct linioon with the BHB in Snatch took place. This 
redaction had boon previously planned and «&» not connected 
with the Fells case. All of these events together sees to 
have created the la^nressloa in the Kind of General Gohlen 
and axes of his settlor staff aenbsrs that a fundassatal 
change in CIA's attitude toward the BHD had occurred and 
that the BHD end its intelligence product arc no longer us 
slgsif leant for CIA as in previous periods . 

3. There do exist problessa in regard to the internal 
security of the BHD and to the quality of BSD’s product but 
in our view CIA smst* while observing appropriate security 
restrictions, continue its liaison relationship with the 
intelligence service of the Federal Republic and should if 
at all possible retain the most favored relationship which 
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v® have continued to enjoy- generally even after the legali- 
sation of the Organization Gehlen in February 1556 and which 
provides a window to the Federal German Government and its 
activities as well aa a channel for exercising influence. 

4. We therefore feel that an invitation to General 
Gehioa to visit the United States in the late spring or 
early fall of 1963 is in the interest of CIA and our liaison 
objectives . Such a visit with its customary and unchanged 
VI? treatment and the opportunity to meet with the DCI and 
DOC1 and other senior CIA officers should go a long way to 
reassure General Gehlen that CIA’s basic attitude toward 
him and bis organization as such have not changed although 
we would leave no doubt as to the pressing need for the 
continuation of the vigorous pursuit of tightening BKD per- 
sonnel security. General Gehlen has met the DCI on one 
previous occasion in Itankfurt/iJain in tfco company of Kr. 
Dulles in November 1961, but he has never met the DOC 1 . 

6. The substantive agenda would include briefings 
for General Gehlen on topics proposed by him, the German 
Station and Headquarters. We weald be particularly interes- 
ted in exploring with him ways and means by which the BHD 
could increase its contribution of military intelligence 
on the Warsaw Pact Forces . We .would further want to dis- 
cuss with him aspects of our computer., program and the 
exchange la machine language of non-eeosltive counter- 
intelligence information hold by his service and CIA. 

Such an exchange requires compatible systems. It is 
believed General Gehlen would be receptive to such a pro- 
posal, which would be further pursued by the Goman Sta- 
tion. We also propose to make arrangements to show General 
Gehlen Cape Canaveral and Vandonberg Air Force Bose. During 
his last visit in April 1951 General Gehlen visited SAC 
Headquarters in Omaha which resulted in a much better appre- 
ciation by General Gehlen of United States military pre- 
paredness and capabilities. We therefore believe that visits 
tv Cape Canaveral and VanjJenberg Air Force Base would up- 
date General Sehlen’s viowe on United States military capa- 
bilities.

0. It is conceivable that General Gehlea would 
desire to bring with hie one other officer frost his staff. 
The Identity of such a person could only be determined 
after the invitation to General Gehlen is issued. 

10. If the BO/P concurs, C/BE would like to extend 
the invitation personally to General Gehlea on the 
occasion of his TJWf to Gemany in March . Permission to 
do so is hereby requested. It is felt that late May or 
early June would be the most appropriate tine for the 
visit to take place. It is anticipated the visit would 
be of two weeks duration and would include a full five 
day work week to allow tine for substantive briefings 
and discussions. The remaining week would be spent in 
travel to Florida and California. 

11. The ba sic c ost of the visit will be financed 
from Project jaB^PB.ITg| funds contained in sub project 
OOJDRACO . However, authority is requested to expend ap 
to $1500.00 from Headquarters 00A funds to cover repre- 
sentational costs while General Gehlen is our guest in 
Washington.
